AYF would delay work to allow for

The Andover Youth Founda- 
tion has offered to delay its 
youth-center effort in West 
Andover to see if designing a 
community center to serve 
Andover residents of all ages is a 
realistic possibility.

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Herbicide spread to reclaim pond 


By Dorian Block 

Canoeing on Fosters Pond 
just became a lot easier. 

On Monday, a weed-zapping 
airboat zipped over the pond, 
dispersing poison to kill the 


weeds and make the water clear 


again. 

Residents of the neighbor- 
hood, under the umbrella of The 
Fosters Pond Corp., raised 
almost $40,000 to remove the 
slimy, green fanwort that has 
grown from pond bottom to 


pond surface. To prepare, the 
pond was drawn down by a foot 
two weeks ago, the first time it 
has been drawn down in at least 
30 years. 

“I think everyone who lives 
on the pond is excited to use the 


| 
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pond more often and more easi- 
ly,” said Stephen Cotton, presi- 
dent of the neighborhood corpo- 
ration. “It has become more dif- 
ficult to swim in the deeper parts 
of the lake because you were 
getting tangled in weeds. This 
will at least temporarily give us 
our pond back.” 

Mark Florio, whose property 
abuts the pond, said he is eager 
to fish with his sons and canoe 
in a more weed-free pond. 

“We go out in the canoe and 
like to explore, look for the 
painted turtles and the different 
wildlife that is abundant in Fos- 
ters Pond,” Florio said. “But 
over the course of the past five 
years, there are certain areas you 
can’t access by canoe because of 
the weed growth. 

“The weeds are becoming 
more invasive, suffocating the 
channels in the pond. It will be a 
pleasure just to see the water 
again.” 

Fosters Pond is a 130-acre 
body of water with several 
islands and inlets on the south- 
ern edge of Andover. The town

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they consider to be “their pond.” 

Weed control was on the top 
of the agenda when the Fosters 
Pond Corp. was reinvigorated 
two years ago. 

Forty-two neighbors donated 
$37,800 for the weed-control 
project. Organizers are still 
seeking donations to reach the 
$42,500 goal. 

“In the last year and a half, 
the resurgence of folks that are 
interested and committed to 
improving the quality of life on 
the pond has seally been quite 
impressive,” said Florio who 
heads the weed committee. “The 
concern for the weeds has been 


a dominant factor." 

Sonar, the neighbors’ poison 
of choice, is the least-toxic 
aquatic herbicide approved by 
the state. However, its use will 
force a 90-day ban on using 
pond water for irrigation and, on 
Monday, boating, swimming 
and fishing was banned for the 
day. 

Native plants will grow back 
after the poison is released but 
the fanwort will not, according 
to Aquatic Control Technology, 
a weed consultant hired by Fos- 
ters Pond Corp. At least 90 per- 
cent of the targeted weed is 
expected to die this summer.

Under the state’s so-called 
anti-snob zoning act, developers 
can skirt local zoning bylaws to 
build affordable housing units 
in towns where less than 10 per- 
cent of housing is deemed 
affordable by the state. Because 
one-quarter of the Riverview 
Common units are rented below 
market, the entire development 
— all 220 units — count toward 
Andover’s “affordable housing” 
total. 

The problem, according 
Riverview Commons manage- 
ment, is that the company is los- 
ing too much money by renting 
its affordable units at the cur- 
rent rate. In a letter to housing 
authority dated May 26, Rick 
High asked the agency to recon- 
sider an increase in funding of 
Section 8 certificates up to a 
state maximum of 110 percent 
of the HUD published fair mar- 
ket rate. High is the president of 
the general partner that owns 
and operates Riverview Com- 
mons. 

High is unhappy with the 
housing authority's policy deci- 
sion not to exceed 100 percent 
of the value of the HUD certifi- 
cates on one and two bedroom 
apartment units. 

“It’s in our best interest to 
move the units to market as 
quickly as possible, but there are 
elderly and disabled residents 
living there and we're trying to 
be respectful of that,” says High. 
“We've been working very 
closely with the town’s afford- 
able housing committee and 
planning department with the 
objective of retaining Riverview 
Commons affordable communi- 
ty over the long term. We think

ACT advocates for and 
develops permanently afford- 
able homes in Andover, and 
completed its first affordable 
single-family home on 
Haverhill Street in 2001. The 
home was built by students at 
the Greater Lawrence Techni- 
cal School, who are currently 
working to build a second 
home on Heather Drive. 

ACT homes typically have 
three-bedrooms and are built 
to meet the needs of eligible 
households with an income 
between 60 and 80 percent of 
the area median income. 

In 2005, a four-person 
household with a total 
income between $45,000 and 
$60,000 is income eligible. 
ACT gives preference to 
households with school-age 
children and with a member | 
who works, lives or already || 
goes to school in Andover.

only work if there is communication between 
teachers, parents and doctors,” said Clark, fearing 
that the schools have severed communications 
with parents over the past two months. 

After Shawsheen Principal Moira O’Brien ter- 
minated special education teacher Susan Fischer’s 
contract in March, each parent with a child in her 
care sought answers over the decision. The school 
district's policy does not permit public discussion 
of personnel matters. 

“We are the parents of special needs kids,” 
Clark said. “Each of these kids has situations that 
change every day, making it paramount for those 
parents and the school system to work collabora- 
tively. We just wanted to know what happened 
(with Suzy) and why it happened. We hoped the 
School Committee would work with us.” 

Clark’s daughter Alyssa has ataxic cerebral 
palsy, a condition that affects her sense of balance 
and depth perception. She walks with the aid of 


| two ankle-foot braces. Prone to unexpected seizure 


activities, Alyssa has had to make emergency trips 
via helicopter to Boston Children’s Hospital for 
treatment. The Clarks want assurance that there 


| will be someone with the qualifications and train- 
| ing that they believed Fischer had, to handle the 
| situation. 


Like other parents with special needs students, 
they also want assurance that services recom- 
mended by specialists to help their child are being 
delivered as needed. 

About 27 parents who signed a petition to rein- 
state Fischer to her post believe the teacher was 
not welcomed back after telling some that specific 
services required by state law were not being 
administered. The school administration denied 
the charges. 

Feeling “stonewalled.” a group of parents filed 
a complaint with the Department of Education in 
April alleging that individual education plans were 
not being fully executed. 

In response, the DOE ordered the school dis- 
trict to conduct an internal investigation and send 
back a complete report detailing findings by May 
17. However, a medical situation forcing Pupil 
Personnel Administrator Susan O’Brien to take a 
temporary leave of absence from her duties, 
pushed the DOE deadline back until June 28. 

“It’s obvious the Andover School system does a 
lot of great things,” said Goldsmith, whose son 

Mikey, 4, attends Shawsheen. “But the fact that

Goldsmith pleaded for the School Committee’s 
help, adding that the schools do a lot for the best 
and brightest, and special needs students shouldn't 
be denied the same opportunities. Goldsmith also 
said Shawsheen was in violation of additional state 
regulations, including the use of space, and asked 
the committee if they thought the situation was 
acceptable. 

“When the DOE asks us for information we 
take it very seriously,” Bach said. “There are no 
shortcuts.” 

School Committee Chairwoman Deb Silber- 
stein said the situation was unfortunate but she was 
confident that people were working hard to collect 
the information requested by the DOE. 

Along with the DOE report, Andover Public 
Schools need to provide the following documents: 

* A class roster listing all Shawsheen preschool 
students with IEPs. 

* A list of services including the type, amount 
of time and setting in which each service is pro- 
vided. 

* Scheduled times for occupational and physi- 
cal therapy, documentation that it was delivered 
according to each student’s individual education 
plan. 

* Names and copies of licenses of the occupa- 
tional therapy staff responsible for services. 

About 16 parents turned out at the meeting in 
support of Principal Moira O’Brien, prepared to 
stand by her side in case criticism was made 
regarding the principal's participation in a photo- 
montage gift, featuring teachers posing in beach 
towels inside the Shawsheen School. 

Before addressing the committee, Shawsheen 
PTO co-president Jay Lyons said his statement 
was in no way meant to minimize the concerns 
brought up by Goldsmith and Clark, because “they 
are serious concerns.” 

“Ms. O’Brien is an outstanding administrator 
who continues to exceed expectations in her role, 
always keeping in the forefront of her mind and 
displaying with her actions her never ending 
enthusiasm and dedication towards the education, 
care and well-being of our children,” Lyons said, 
urging a return to normalcy. “We have all become 
very concerned over the last few weeks that the 
‘smear campaign’ presented against the Shaw- 
sheen School community will have a direct impact 
on the perception and reputation Shawsheen has 
within the overall Andover community. Shaw- 
sheen School has been and will continue to be a 
place where educators can foster student growth 
within an intimate setting.” 

After the parents spoke, Silberstein held up a T- 
shirt she owns, that was signed by Shawsheen sec- 
ond-graders after a school graduation in 1995, 

“There is a special bond between many Shaw- 
sheen parents,” Silberstein said, reminding people 
that their most common bond, the students, can 
bring them together in a positive way. 

Pupil Personnel Administrator O’Brien 
pledged that she would commit herself to resolv- 
ing the situation. 

“We recognize children have sensory needs,” 
O’Brien said. “The thing Andover cannot do is use 
one approach for all children. Each child is an 
individual and we will always look at the individ- 
ual.” 

While he hopes that officials are finally begin- 
ning to listen, Goldsmith said he is still convinced 
that Fischer would have her job now if she was not 
as candid with parents. 

“She sacrificed herself for the children,” Gold- 
smith said. “Our objective all along has been to get 
the special education services the state says our 
children needs and that the school delivers them.” 

Principal O'Brien did not comment during the 
meeting. 

After the meeting, Lyons said he thought Gold- 
smith and Clark had presented an entirely separate 
issue from PTO’s concern. 

“They re advocating for their kids and we total- 
ly support that,” Lyons said.

When Floyd McManus raises one eye- 
brow, those who know him best predict two 
things are likely to follow: a profound state- 
ment or some homespun Canadian humor. 

Either way, the Doherty Middle School 
principal’s signature eyebrow action, 
“hearty chortle” and penchant for story- 
telling, keeps students and staff clamoring 
for More. 

“By the eighth grade, students have 
heard all of Floyd's stories and even know 
them by heart,” laughs eighth-grade English 
teacher Nancy Walke. “But they'll still ask 
to hear them again and again.” 

Celebrating their principal’s 14 years of 
offering “counsel, combined with kindness, 
wisdom and humor,” Walke and 160 addi- 
tional educators, parents, town officials and 
friends gave McManus a warm send-off last 
Thursday at a retirement party. McManus 
officially retires from Doherty on June 30, 
after a total of 34 years in education. 

Escorted down a red carpet, McManus 
received a standing ovation and was award- 
ed an Oscar for his “outstanding perfor- 
mance in a principal’s role.” A slideshow 
highlighting some of his memorable 
moments — such as milking a cow in his 
cowboy hat — provided a pictorial backdrop 
at the event held inside the Andover Coun- 
try Club. 

“Working with (middle school students) 
has been the fulfillment of a dream,” 
McManus told his supporters. “Profession- 
ally, I’ve been able to learn and grow and 
see many of my dreams turn into fruition.” 

During his tenure at Doherty, McManus 
was able to work collaboratively with 
Andover educators and administrators to 
make New Opportunities available to middle 
school students. Since McManus became 
principal, each student at Doherty is now 
learning a foreign language and special edu- 
cation students are benefiting from a more 
enriched curriculum inside the classroom. 

The principal's successor, assistant prin- 
cipal Bruce Maki says McManus had a 
vision for middle school level education 
long before it became popular. 

Described as a “master at creating a pos- 
itive education community,” many of the 
guests at McManus’ farewell gathering 
were parents of former Doherty students 
who are now attending college. 

“He enables every child to find his or her 
own gift, and enables teachers to bring out 
the best in their teaching,” says Nina Sena- 
tore, Whose daughter is now a college fresh- 
man.

“When that final out was made at the end of my senior season at 
Stonehill, I knew I wanted to continue playing baseball somewhere, 
somehow,” Langone said. 

His prospects grew when in the summer of 1999, he was offered 
the chance to play with other top college players for the Wareham 
Gatemen of the prestigious Cape Cod League. 

“That experience, playing against eventual Major League stars 
such as Jason Bay, Mark Teixeira and Khalil Greene, made 
me realize that perhaps I'd be able to play some type 
of professional baseball after college,” he said. 

His hopes became reality when he received a 
phone call from a professional team in Monc- 
ton, New Brunswick, Canada. He spent two 
summers playing there. He tries to visit 
Moncton when possible because he feels 
like he has a family there, he said. 

After fulfilling his dream of playing 
professional ball, Langone headed back to 
the states where he gained his MBA with a 
specialization in sports management. Itch- 
ing to play baseball again after two years 
without it, Langone looked into the possibili- 
ty of playing in Italy. 

“T thought it would be a tremendous opportu- 
nity to move to Italy and experience their culture 
and learn their language,” he said. 

But this goal would not be an easy one. 

“In order to play over there as an American, a player needs to be 
eligible for dual-citizenship and receive an Italian passport,” Lan- 
gone said. 

After six months of paperwork and tracing his bloodlines back 
to his great-grandparents, who were Italian citizens, Langone 
received his passport and was on a plane by June 20, 2004, to 
Parma, where he signed a contract with the Oltretorrentes, 

The team is an A2 division team, which, according to Langone, 
“is comparable to college baseball in New England. It’s not as seri- 
ous as the A] level is, but it’s still very competitive and enjoyable.” 

Without knowledge of the language, Langone was forced to 
adapt both on and off the field. He enjoys being the only American 
on the team since it allows him to become fully immersed in the 
culture. 

“I have no fall-back option to hang out with other Americans.” 
he said. 

Aside from playing baseball, Italy has given Langone a new per- 
spective on the United States from the viewpoint of Europe. He 
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“| thought it would be a tremendous opportunity 
to move to Italy and experience their culture and 

learn their language.”

likes the laid-back lifestyle Italians enjoy. 

“One cultural aspect I really enjoy here is the active outdoor 
lifestyle, which differs greatly from that back home. It often seems 
like no one is indoors at certain times of the day,” he said. Stores 
shut down midday and the parks flood with people enjoying the 
weather and the company of others. Langone views this active 

lifestyle, which includes a great amount of bicycle trans 
portation, as a positive attribute Americans lack. 
“Despite the quality of food here, Italy does not 
have an obesity problem, and this active outdoor 
lifestyle is a big reason why,” he said.

Not so fast - Suzy Fischer, one of the 
staff who volunteered to take the photos, is 
now suing the school for not renewing her 
contract. She wasn’t fired, or laid off, her 
contract was just not renewed for another 
year. That means she wasn’t invited to come 
back next year. So she decides to give a 
secret copy of the photos to her lawyer - 
who I understand specializes in real estate 
law - who gives them to the Townsman. 
thinking it will give them leverage and 
embarrass the parties involved.

Services Tuesday 
for town benefactor 


At this year’s Town Meeting, 
supporters of a proposed new 
senior center were overjoyed 
when the Rey. Cornelius Ayer 


Wood, Jr.’s huge donation of 


$800,000 for the project was 
announced, 

“He wrote one of the most 
eloquent letters we ever received 
in support of the center,” said 
Selectman Mary Lyman, who is 
very involved with the Senior 
Center Task Force. “All mem- 
bers are thinking about and feel- 
ing sorrow for Mrs. Wood at this 
time.” 

Mr. Wood, whose family 
roots in town go back many 
years, died Sunday, June 5 at the 
Prescott House in North 
Andover, after a short illness. 
He was 84. 

“His generosity at our time of 
need for the senior center was a 
moment where we were entirely 
grateful,” Lyman said. “For 
them to take time out for others 
during their own time of need 
was another act of generosity.” 

His grandfather, William 
Madison Wood, was president 
of the American Woolen Co. 
and was considered Andover’s 
most famous citizen in his day, 
according to files at the Andover 
Historical Society. Wood's mill 
empire was built in the early 
1920s and provided housing for 
mill workers. The area was 
named Shawsheen Village and 
is still well known today. 

Rey. Cornelius Ayer Wood Jr. 
lived in town and was educated 
at Phillips Academy. He 
received an S.B. degree from 
Harvard University in 1942, a 
B.D. from Virginia Theological 


Seminary in 1944, and a mas- | 
ter’s degree in business adminis- | 


tration from American Universi- 
ty in 1955. 

Rey. Wood served as curate, 
at Grace Episcopal Church, 
New Bedford, 
National Institute of Public 
Affairs (fellow), Washington, 
D.C. from 1946-47, labor and 
community relations program;

won a 1972 MG-B roadster last 
year in the raffle. “I have been 
amazed by the number of people 
who notice the car and then start 
talking about cars. I have been 
swapping car stories ever since | 
got it.” 

The car hook at Andover Days 
clearly appeals to this retiree, 
while a trio of young budding 
salesmen got hooked by another 
fund-raising opportunity. 

A pair of entrepreneurial 
brothers and their friend have 
jumped on the wristband craze as 
a way to raise money for that pro- 
posed youth center that is 
planned for West Andover. 

“When you're growing up, 
you need a place (like a youth 
center) to hang out,” said Tim 
Oteri, 11 and a fifth-grader at 
West Elementary School. 

He’s teamed with his brother, 
John Oteri, 8, and their friend, 
Max Novick, 9, and they are sell- 
ing “I Support AYS” tie-dyed 
blue, yellow and green wrist- 
bands for $5. It works out to a $4 
profit per wristband and proceeds 
are going directly to the Andover 
Youth Services’ account for the 
proposed youth center. 

“Not everyone wants to hang 
out downtown after school,” said 
Tim, referring to a habit most 


enjoyed by local middle-school- 
ers. “But we have no place to go 
to play basketball and other 
sports. The youth center would 
have all that.” 

So he ordered 1,000 wrist- 
bands and is hoping to eventual- 
ly sell every one of them. That's 
a $4,000 donation to the youth 
center project. 

This trio of young salesmen 
set up a table at the recent West 
Elementary School auction night 
and sold 125 bands. They'll be 
pitching again tomorrow night as 
they plan to set up a table during 
the Fun Run event being held in 
conjunction with the Andover 
Days celebration. 

For Max Novick, this project 
is all about doing something. 

“I was watching the AYS 
telethon (last February) and I just 
started thinking how I should 
help, too. | want a youth center 
like all those other kids who 
were in the telethon,” Max said. 

He went to school talking 
about jumping on the wristband 
craze while classmate John Oteri 
said he and his brother wanted to 
raise money for the youth center, 
too.

The bigger the meet... the more intense 
the pressure... the better they perform. 

A talented nucleus of Andover High 
girls track and field athletes — not content 
with being State Division 1 champions — 
showed everyone else in Massachusetts 
What they're made of on the way to captur- 
ing the team title at the 2005 All-State 
Championship Meet hosted by Worcester 
State College. 

With a pair of relay victories — and top 
four individual finishes by Brittany Moriar- 
ty, Meghan Keefe and Felicia Thompson - 
the Lady Warriors chalked up 37 points to 
best runner-up Newton North (32) by five 
in a huge field of 74 schools that competed 
in the searing heat at WSC’s John Coughlin 
Stadium.

The Falcons, who edged Andover 49.30 
to 49.35 a week earlier at Lovely Field, ran

“Courage is the first of all 
human qualities because it guar- 
antees all the others,” Anderson 
said, reciting a quote from Win- 
ston Churchill. 

Despite low grades, poor ath- 
letic skills and economic hard- 
ships, Daniel “Rudy” Ruttiger 
graduated from college and 
became a Notre Dame football 
legend. Sgt. Joseph Darby, now 
under 24-hour guard after his 
life has been threatened, publi- 
cized US soldiers’ abuse of Iraqi 
inmates at Abu Ghraib prison. 
Journalists Robert Woodward 
and Carl Bernstein exposing the 
Watergate scandal leading to 
President Richard Nixon’s resig- 
nation. Teachers Liv Annisen 
and Ann Bancroft attempt to 
travel across the Arctic while 
millions of schoolchildren fol- 
lowed their journey via the 
Internet. 

Anderson laid out those sto- 


ries and several others as exam- 
ples of courage for students to 
consider and try to emulate in 
their lives.

NEW FIRE TRUCK 


Bells, whistles — and an 
exothermic cutting torch 


Outfitted with a 150-foot lad- 
der, a 20,000-watt generator and 
an exothermic cutting torch, 
Andover’s newest fire truck 
seems straight out of a Holly- 
wood blockbuster. 

Arriving in town last Tues- 
day, the fire department’s sec- 
ond ladder truck took 16 months 
to design and build, and cost 
$600,000. Voters approved 
funding the new truck at last 
year’s Town Meeting to replace 
a rusting Mack 1982 ladder 
truck that was riddled with holes 
and described as a safety hazard. 

The new truck, according to 
Fire Chief Chuck Murnane, is 
unique since it was tailored to 
the town’s needs by Andover 
firefighters. 

“This is an example of a 
truck being designed by the peo- 
ple who run it,” said Murnane. 
“We are moving more into a res- 
cue mode and when we get out 
onto the highways, we're going 
to have the tools to perform 
more timely and efficient rescue

operations.” 

State and federal grants have 
also aided in replacing some of | 
the department's 25-year-old 
rescue equipment with updated | 
technology. 

Firefighter Jim Landry, a 29- | 
year veteran of the Andover Fire 
Department, said the truck’s | 
generator has more electrical | 
power than most homes, making | 
it unusual even for a fire depart- 
ment vehicle. It will be an asset | 
on the scene of nighttime car | 
accidents and fires, he said. Air 
chisels and the jaws of life will 
help the department to better 
free victims trapped inside cars, 
Landry added. 

The truck is expected to be 
completely equipped with newer 
and more efficient safety 
devices by July 2

my Aunt Frances 
leaning against the 
bridge when she was 
in her teens. She is pretty with long hair, 
and she appears bubbly and light like the 
brook you can see in the picture; the bridge 
is a nice contrastive. That must have been 
1916 or so. The bridge was really a bridge 
then, and the brook flowed under it. The 
brook was called Roger’s Brook, and it was 
named after an Indian who lived on land 
near the brook in the 17th century. 

When I was growing up, we town kids 
all knew the brook was named after Roger 
the Indian, as we referred to him. Some- 
times we'd look for arrowheads and once or 
twice we found stones that looked like 
arrowheads and we pretended they were 
even though we knew they weren't. We 
used to walk up Roger’s Brook and follow

it to its source, which was Rabbit’s Pond 
behind the Andover Inn. We also used to 
walk down the brook but that wasn’t as 
much fun because the brook disappeared 
under the center of town. 

Roger’s Brook was in my backyard 
when I grew up. Our house was on the 
southeast corner of Chestnut and Whittier 
Streets - it’s still there. The brook was a 
stinky little trickle when it shrunk up in dry 
months, but it was fun when it flooded. It 
flooded a lot when I was young. Sometimes 
it flooded at the very end of winter when 
the deep snow was melted by a long hard 
rain. Sometimes it flooded from the rem- 
nants of hurricanes that soaked Andover in 
the 50s. We'd watch the brook rise, breach 
its banks and creep toward our house. A 
few times the water reached our cellar door 
on the back of the house and poured in 
underneath it. We’d sit in the basement 
when the water was about to pour in, and 
when it started to my father would mumble 
something under his breath. It wasn’t a big 
deal, just a bit of a nuisance. 

When it flooded our cellar, it overflowed 
its banks in the Park and flooded it. Most 
times it was just a little flood, but several 
times we were able to use a small rowboat, 
which we kept in the cellar. We rowed from 
our yard, into the park, across the bridge to 

the cannon and then to

the hump in Chestnut 
Street (which is just 
beyond where the 
Andover Townsman is 
today). It also flooded 
lower Bartlett Street. 
I’ve heard stories of it 
flooding downtown, but 
I never saw that happen 
and don’t know how it 
could have given the 


pitch of the roads. I suppose there might 
have been some big puddles there. 

As much as the kids liked Roger’s 
Brook, I guess some people didn’t like it. In 
the late ’60s the town took action. In my 
1986 book, Local Touch I wrote about the 
brook saying: “For years its misdemeanors 
were tolerated. When the town finally did 
something it treated the brook as if a capital 
offense had occurred. It was executed and 
buried.” 

The brook was entombed and covered in 
the late "60s. The Park was a bit seedy then. 
The bandstand was in poor repair, the 
untrod gravel paths were getting a little 
weedy, the benches were old and vandal- 
ized, and trees were sparse due to the loss- 
es in the '38 and ‘54 hurricanes. After the 
brook disappeared, the Park got worse 
because there wasn’t much reason to go 
there. The bridge bridged only weeds and 
grass; it had stones missing and looked 
worn out. For two more decades the Park 
and bridge were neglected. 

In the late 80s the Park and bridge were 
spruced up as part of the new town-hall pro- 
ject that was the brainchild of town manag- 
er Ken Mahony. 

Roger’s Brook can still be seen if you 
cross Whittier Street from the most south- 
east section of the Park. You'll see it was 
made flood-proof there. 

The brook entered the Park after going 
under Whittier Street and headed toward 
the right of the bandstand, curving off 
toward the bridge and then leaving the Park 
straight out toward Chestnut Street. 

The Park looks good today, but I often 
picture what it would be like if the brook 
were dug up, opened, and made flood 
proof.
